Snare T is the opinion of many, that the Righr

by fidesin the Kings of Spain, an i 
4 pringing either from their not knowing 
ta#, the Genealogies of thoſe Princes, or 
eg from an apprehenſion that {ixty years 
poſſeſſion by the Auſtrian Family could make a Title in- 
dubitable, which was never warranted by right of blood, 
or by the Laws of Portugal. Tr is true , Philip the Se- 
cond, who ſeized upon that Kingdom , was the Son of 
4 Portugal Princeſs, but ſhe had a Brother, whoſe iflue yer 


remains, and from whom deſcends the preſent King of 


Portugal, who being deſcended from a Brother , muſt be 


preferred before the iſſue of che Siſter, the Male being ad» 
judged the better by all the Laws of Chriſteridom, though 
perhaps among the Amazens the Laws were otherwiſe. 
But to rfigke good this Title, I muſt run back to the begin- 
ning of the Portugal Monarchy,and preſent you with ſome 
- of their Fundamental Laws, whoſe Authority can never 
be gainſaid. 

In the Year 1139. Don Alphonſo, General of the Por- 
tugal Army, then ready toencounter with five Mahornetar 
Kings, coinmanding an Army of four hundred thouſand 


Moors , was unanimouſly faluted King , which Legion of

and calily became the firſt Trophies to this conquering 
King, And now the angry ſtorm of War blown over, 
the King berakes himſelt ro the Arts of .Peace, to make 
good Laws, which was done by affembling the three 
Eſtates in the City of Lamego, where were enated ma 
Laws, which they juſtly account their Fundamentals, 
as unalterable as thoſe. of the Medes 2nd Perſians , made 
Sacred by the obſervation of them both by Prince and 
People, to the holy tye of which they both oblieg'd 
their Faith; theſe Laws then are the ground on which 
we build; and from whence we ſhall eaſily juſtific the 
undoubred Title of the now King of Portugal, 

Firſt, it was Enacted, that his' Son, and Grandſon, 
and ſo forward, ſhould reign after him #» ſecula ſeculorum, 
but it the King have only Daughters, the Eldeſt ſhould 
be Queen after her Father , upon condition ſhe be married 
toa Native of Portugal, and that he be « Nobleman , who 
ſhall not rake upon him the name of a King , untill he hath 
a'Son born, nor wear a Crown on his head , nor take the 
right hand of his Wife. | |

This Law was put in execution after the death of Fey- 
#4140 the ninth King: of that Race , for Donne Beatrice 
his Daughter, being married to a forreign Prince,; was ex<- 
cluded , and King Fohn the Firſt was advanced to the 
Throne,from whom deſcended Z»manxe! the fourteenth 
King, who had ſix Sons andtwo Daughters.

Right, and by his Martial Favourite the Duke of Alva, 
invades Portweal with an Army , marching direQly to« 
wards Lizbon, where wiſely ſtriking at the Head, he 
brought a whole Kingdom on their Knees, and receives
